NOTE: the proposed amendment to claim 1 has made the claim unclear, claim 1 now recites an inner control body 33, 
and two more controller bodies 32. There does not appear to be an embodiment that supports the amendment made to claim 1 . It appears 
Applicant has tried to incorporate similar subject matter as in allowed claim 4. Claim 4 relates to the embodiments shown in Figures 4A and 
B t which has 2 controller bodies that limit displacement in the radially inner and outer directions, respectively. There does not appear to be 
an embodiment with two inner contoller bodies and an outer, as set forth in amended claim 1 . Claim 2 is also confusing as it sets forth yet 
another controller body. Other features, such as the circumferential groove (see claim 12) and the symmetric cross-section (claim 13) are 
not associated with the embodiments of Fig. 4A and B. Finally, claims 4-6 do not have a permissible status identifiers, see 37 CFR 1.121 . 
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
